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WASHINGTON, Nov. 28—

The confessions of the 14 former 
Czechoslovak Communist leaders 
on trial in Prague revive an old 
question first brought up during 
the Moscow trials of the old Bol­ 
sheviks in the 1930s. 
Why do people on trial in Com 
munist 
countries 
trot 
in 
like 
sheep and denounce themselves 
in open court with 
confessions 
they must know will send them 
to prison or to death? 
This habit, so common among 
people brought to trial in Com­ 


munist countries, has never been 
I generally practiced by Commu­ 
nists this side of the Iran Cur­ 
tain. 
When the leaders of the Amer­ 
ican Communist party, for ex 
ample, were tried in New York 
a couple of years ago they not 
only confessed nothing but seem 
ingly tried to make the trial a 
nightmare for judge and prosecu- 
; tor. 
They were aided in this by the 


I difference 
in 
legal 
systems. 
I Here, where a man has to be 


proven guilty, their lawyers were 
in 
court 
to defend 
them. 
In 
Prague it is the obligation of the 
defense lawyers to help the pros­ 
ecution. 
In a book still talked about. 
Arthur Koestler’s “ Darkness at 
Noon," an attempt was made to 
explain why a veteran Commu­ 
nist who had fallen from grace 
would condemn himself for of­ 
fenses he did not commit. 
The exp iation, in brief, went 
like this: No matter how rotten 
he might think Stalin’s leader­ 


ship, the most important thing 
to the accused Communist as the 
eventual triumph of world Com­ 
munism. 
Therefore, instead of publicly 
condemning the regime which he 
earnestly thought 
was 
ruining 
Communism, he would publicly 
condemn himself for the sake of 
the party and his hope that m ay­ 
be it could win out in the end. 
There are probably other less 
idealistic but more practical ex­ 
planations for the trial confes­ 


sions. 
Hypnotism has been suggested 
as one. Police terror sounds more 
likely, either through torture to 
extract compliance or threats of 
punishment for the accused man s 
family and friends if he didn't 
confess in open court. 
Karl Radek, old Bolshveik and 
journalist, provided the classic 
example of the absurdity of these 
confessions during his 
Moscow 
trial in 1937. He made an extra­ 
ordinary admission, undoubtedly 


with tongue in cheek, since he 
was said to be sardonic. 
Radek said he pleaded guilty 
not only to 
all 
the 
crimes 
of 
which he stood accused but to all 
those of which he might be ac­ 
cused. Ile was reported to have 
been let off with a 10-year pris­ 
on term. Some of his co-confes­ 
sors were shot. 
In the Prague trial the Com 
munists in power tipped their 
hands wide open on a question 
which has long been debated but 


has never had much support: 
The trial 
was 
outright 
anti- 
Jewish. Eleven of the 14 accusde 
men were Jews. They were ac 
cused of conniving with Jews in 
Israel and the United States. Per­ 
haps the accused men were per­ 
suaded to confess under threats 
of violence against all Jews in 
Czechoslovakia. 
If that was the reason, the sac 
rifices ( ll were sentenced to the 
gallows, three to life imprison­ 
ment) seem to have been in vain. 


A wave of Jewish suicides was 
reported as the trial neared it* 
end and a reliable source said 
anti-Jewish attacks had begun. 
There is an interesting ques­ 
tion which can’t be answered: Do 
these trials chill the enthusiasm 
of American Communists? They 
must realize from these examp­ 
les that the life of a Communist 
leader is in more danger when 
his own party is in power, as in 
Eastern Europe, than when it 
isn t, as here.

Ezra T. Rockwell, 67, proprietor 
of Rockwell and Ruhl’s Red and 
White Market, East Court Street, 
ended his life in the basement of 
his store shortly after 3 P. M.

“ Goodbye. I did this after the 
boys went back. I just can not 
stand it and longer, so goodbye. 
Dad. Mother, Nellie, Clyde, Paul, 
Connie, Charles.” 
Also written across one corner 
of the sheet was the following: 
“ I let Mary go home and then I 
went and did it. I took my life 
myself. E. T. Rockwell.’ 


Relatives and friends had noted 
that something appeared to be on 
his mind for the past two weeks or 
longer and said he had threatened 
to end his life. 
Rockwell leaves many friends in 
this community. 
He was a native of Patterson, in 
Hardin County, and lived in Marion 
for many years. He went to W il­ 
mington and was in business there 
for some time, later coming to 
Washington C. H. in 1942 He had 
been engaged in the grocery and 
meat business here since that time 
He was a member of the W il­ 
mington Presbyterian Church.

Transfer of the applicant’s per­ 
mits, which the department says 
expires on December 17, 1952, was 
opposed by authorities in control 
of the First Presbyterian Church, 
located approximately 170 feet from 
the premises for which the transfer 
was sought. The state department’s 
order stated it “ considers the ob­ 
jections well founded” and because 
of the proximity of the institution 
(the church) therefore “ determines 
it inadvisable to transfer said per- 
mits,” 
A representative of the Fayette 
County Ministerial Association stat­ 
ed Friday that the association had 
unanimously agreed to oppose in­ 
vasion by liquor selling applicants 
of any territory within the limits 
prescribed by law in proximity to 
churches, schools or public librar­ 
ies. 
The state department says that 
the applicant has the privilege, un­ 
der the law, to appeal to the Board 
of Liquor Control from the depart 
ment’s decision. The appeal must 
be filed with the clerk of the Boaid 
of Liquor Control within 30 days 
after the date of notification
